When Jess Robbins, producer of “A

plays as farces. Don’t make your 
newspaper reporters carry notebooks, 
don’t make them all cubs, don’t dress 
them like clothing store dummies and 
don’t have them always dropping in 
on the nick of time. Reporters don't 
do those things. f 

“Will you take the responsibility 
of passing judgment on all the news¬ 
paper stuff,” asked Robbins. "You 
were brought up in the business and 
know it from A to Z. No man can 
doubt your ability to pass judgment 
on the correctness of a newspaper 
atmosphere.” 

“Yes; I’ll do it,” replied the editor. 
"! want to see one picture that it is 
a newspaper picture, a film that will 
be a credit to the industry, and if 
you will do just what I say in regard 
to the newspaper atmosphere it’s 
a go.” 

Robbins agreed, anil the nwspaper 
men who have seen “A Front Page 
Story” are unanimous in the opinion 
that it truthfully depicts the life of 
a journalist. 


Impovements to the water system 
calling for a bond issue of $75,000 
were determined upon last night by 
the city trustees, based upon the re¬ 
port of Engineer Willis S. Jones, 
who has been investigating the whole 
water situation for the past two 
months. 

The report was officiaiiy received 
and placed on record. The total 
amount called for by Mr. Jones was 
$84,070. Chairman Mitchell said of 
this amount $10,000 can be provided 
out of water revenue funds accumu¬ 
lated under the careful management 
of Superintendent Henderson. 

Apportionment of the $84,970 by 
Mr. Jones was as follows: 

Distributing system, $47,220; res¬ 
ervoirs, $25,000; booster plant, 
$7,750; mountain development, $5,000. 

On motion of Trustee Karicofe the 
board voted to instruct City Attor¬ 
ney Baker to prepare the necessary 
proceedings to submit to the voters 
the proposition of a $75,000 bond 
issue. The bonds are proposed to 
run 40 years in denominations to be 
determined upon as most salable. 

The Jones report, on which City 
Engineer Gierlich collaborated, was 
most exhaustive. It presents exten¬ 
sive maps, tables and the report, of 
thorough investigation of water 
sources all the" way from the Arrovo 
Seco to the Big Santa Anita, and 
from the West Fork divide to the 
Chapman Wells and the Raymond 
dike. Further details of *he report 
will be published later. 


With programs both afternoon and 
evening the Wistaria Theater will be 
opened to the public on Saturday of 
next week, according to the an¬ 
nouncement of Mr. and Mrs. Mason 
Brown, proprietors.

Mr. Brown has utilized the space 
in the building which he has remod¬ 
eled to the best possible advantage 
to provide a capacity of 300 prsons 
with a maximum of comfort. The 
inclined floor, which Mr. Brown low¬ 
ered at the stage end of the room, 
has been officially approved as 
strong enough to support any load 
that could be piled upon it. 

On a balcony over the front en¬ 
trance is the enclosed projection 
room. This is spacious and is lined 
with asbestos, covered with galvan¬ 
ized iron, making it fire proof. Mr. 
Brown had hoped to open on or be¬ 
fore Feb. 1 but decided to wait a 
few days in order to have things as 
complete as possible for the comfort 
and convenience of his patrons. 

Full announcement of the opening 
programs will be out within a few 
days. The event will be awaited 
with keen interest by the Sierra 
Madre public.

“The Local Water Supply and 
Plans for Its Improvement,” will be 
the subject of Henry S. Gierlich, city 
engineer, at the next Chamber of 
Commerce luncheon Tuesday noon, 
January 29. This is a particularly 
timely topic as the city trustees are 
now considering the report of Willis 
S. Jones on the local water situation 
with recommendations for enlarging 
and improving the local water plant. 
The trustees will call a bond elec- 


Ole Hansen’s proposal to enlarge 
and improve the present Sierra Ma¬ 
dre cemetery and erect a beautiful 
mausoleum came before the city 
trustees last night in the form of a 
proposal to amend the zoning ord¬ 
inance. The resulting debate was al¬ 
most as exciting as those at the 
hearings on the original zoning ord¬ 
inance last year. 

The city hall was packed and May- i 
or.Mitchell brought up the proposal 
as the first order of business. The 
opposition was strongly voiced by 
E. Waldo Ward, J. W. Strickland, 
Charles Brooks on behalf of him¬ 
self and the firm of Bassee & Wash-, 
burn, and Walter W. Alley. 

In opposition to* the plan it was 
claimed neighboring property values 
would be damaged, that it would ren¬ 
der the east end undesirable for res- 
dence, that it might affect the city 
wells and that it is too near the 
center of town. 

Mr. Hansen explained that he had 
thought he was doing the community 
a real service, that his plans would 
do away with the present unsightly 
condition of the cemetery, that the 
new part would be as beautiful a-- 
any park and sufficiently screened by 
trees and shrubbery to obviate co- 
jections to the view presented from 
surrounding property. The mauso¬ 

leum, he said, will be as beautiful as 
any in California. In reply to his 

questions, Water Superintendent Hen¬ 
derson said he did not think the wa¬ 
ter supply would be affected, and 

Mr. Hansen asked the city to have 
an examination made by the state 
health authorities, agreeing to pay

If 
the trailer weighs less than 500 
pounds a flat fee of $3 only will be 
charged but if it weighs more you 
will be required to pay the regular 
weight for commercial vehicles.

TENTS ARE UP 
FOR NATIONAL

San Francisco Journal: A certain 
mercantile house advertised for a 
janitor whose duties were to be 
slight, and whose compensation was 
to be in proportion to his duties. 
They especially invited inquiries from 
elderly men. Nearly fifty replies 
were received. The applicants were 
divided into two classes. There were 
those who had worked at about ev¬ 
erything, and were proficient in no¬ 
thing. They were equally revealing 
in the fact that the writers had very 
little schooling. 

In other words, these applicants 
for a job that asked little and paid 
less, were incompetents and illit¬ 
erates. Apparently the men of mid¬ 
dle years who had schooling and 
proficiency in some trade or profes¬ 
sion, were not in need of work. 

All of which proves that there is 
a war between higher education and 
incompetency. 

There is also a war between higher 
education and immorality, according 
to Mr. Allen Albert, a sociologist of 
note. Mr. Albert has been investigat¬ 
ing the customary rumors of vice 
and immorality in high schools of 
the country. He has run many of 
these rumors to the ground and has 
found little or no basis for such dis¬ 
quieting stories. In homes of refuge 
for wayward girls, for example, Mr. 
Albert says he almost never has 
found a delinquent girl who has had 
a high school education. He gives 
the high school student a clean bill 
of health—mental, physical and 
moral. 

From these two episodes, gathered 
from widely differing points of or¬ 
igin, we get an inkling of two of the 
valuable by-products of education, 
incompetency, the blight of the poor, 
and immorality, the blight of the ig¬ 
norant, can be largely dissipated by 
education.
